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Members asked to give funding for solid waste

In a unanimous vote of 
support for the im- 
portance and urgency of 
Lake County's solid: 
waste planning project, 
the Board of Directors of 
the Lake County Joint 
Action Solid .Waste 
Planning Agency passed 
a resolution that should 
assure continuation of 
funding for the project. 

The agency acted upon 
learning that their 
$350,000 state waste 
management planning 
grant had., been ter- 
minated Jan. 31 due to 
inaction 1 by the state 
legislature. 

In a one-day session on 
Jan, 13, the General 
Assembly failed to act for. 
a third time on an om- 
nibus environmental bill 
that would have assured 
continued funding of 
Lake County's grant. 

"We are very disap- 
pointed that the IEPA 
terminated our grant due 
to inaction by the. state 
legislature," said Verna 
Clayton, chairman of the 
agency. "However, I am 
very pleased by the 
strong local support 
which the agency 
members have 

demonstrated at this 
meeting. The momentum 
of the project will falter if 
we wait six {months for 
the state to act." 

The agency 

representatives voted to 
request proportionate 
funding from each 
member in order to meet 
this fiscal year's 
-estimated deficit of 
■ $189,540. This is the 
estimated amount that 
would have been paid to 
the agency in 1988 by 
IEPA grant funds. 

Municipal assessments 
are based on a formula 
adopted by the agency 
last fall. Municipal 
assessments range from - 
$2,407 for Wadsworth to 
$28,780 for Waukegan, 
The formula is based on 
population, number of ' 
housing units and 
assessed value. 

Ken MarabeNa, 
chairman of the 
education and . public 
relations committee, 
emphasized that it is the 
agency's position that 
local funding will be 
repaid. He referred to a 
letter from the IEPA 
encouraging the agency, 
to go ahead with this 
project, and that 
although the IEPA is

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Backlash to AIDS law

Where have all the 
January marriages 
gone? Are Lake County 
couples playing a waiting 
game because of the new 
AIDS legislation? 
1 Lake County Clerk 
Linda Hess says that 114. 
marriage licenses were 
issued this January, less 
than half of the 245 issued 
in January 1987. Since 
1982, the fewest January 
marriage licenses issued 
were 204 in 1986. 

Hess said that even if 
the December, 1987 in- 
crease; is added to 
January's total, the 
numbers are still way 
low. 

"After a steady four 
year decline in the 
number of marriage 



licenses issued in Lake 
County, 1987 showed a 
definite increase in that 
number," Hess said. The 
upward trend, though j 
appears to have been 
stopped dead in its 
tracks. 

Effective Jan. 1. 1988, 
the law required couples 
applying for a marriage 
license to show proof of 
being tested for AIDS. 
The law does not require 
the release of in- 
formation on results of 
the test, just that couples 
have the test and that 
results be released to 
both parties. The test 
costs about $50 per 
person. 

Hess said the law had a 
definite effect on the 
issuing of the first license 



of the year. 

^'Usually our first 
couple arrives early in 
the morning on our first 
business day of the year, 
and we have a bouquet 
and a box of candy to 
present to them," she 
explained, "but this year. 
our flowers wilted and 
the candy got eaten 
before our first couple 
finally applied near 
closing time on our third 
business day of the 
year." 

Kenosha County 
records show 18 Illinois 
couples were issued 
January, 1988 marriage 
licenses. But, last year, 
only two Illinois couples 
were issued January 
marriage licenses there.

After steady decline in marriage licenses issued by Lake County Clerk's office in 
mid-80s, 1987 showed a hefty jump in total licenses issued. But legislation 
requiring AIDs test before marriage license is issued may halt that increase - 
fewer marriage licenses were issued in January, 1988 than in any similar period 
this decade.

An administrative hiring freeze and a 
cutback in window service hours are 
among the measures the U.S. Postal 
Service is taking- to comply with the 
Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 
1987, Postmaster Stanley A. Luta said.

Postmaster Luta said the. window 
service cutback, effective at all post 
offices on Feb. 13., means the 
elimination of the equivalent of one-half 
day per week of retail hours. 

Postmaster Luta said he and his staff 
had determined that the least impact on 
customers would occur by closing 
windows, effective Tuesday, Feb. 16 at 
the Antioch Post Office.

Battling at the crossroads 



If Mundelein,. Vernon Hills and Long 
Grove were feudal states during; the 
days of knighthood instead of municipal 
corporations in 1988, the villages likely 
would be engaged in armed combat 
over annexation rights to the in- 
tersection of Rtes. 45 and 83, where 40 
years ago the major landmark was a 
small eating establishment called the 
Chicken House and the crossing was 
known as Four Points. 

As urbanization continues to roll over 
the countryside, though, the present 
intersection is a far cry from the 
Chicken House, days. Present day 
crossings of two major thoroughfares 
are highly desirable for their strategic 
role in municipal growth and. 
development. So the three villages are 
going to war over Pour Points. 

Long Grove is laying claim to a 
portion of the intersection on the basis 
of a northward thrust of its boundaries 
that would have made Gen. Patton 
proud. Long Grove village fathers 
followed the path of a Commonwealth 
Edison high tension line right-of-way on 
a now famous New Year's Eve junket to 
get where they wanted to be. Both 
Mundelein and Vernon Hills cried foul 
and are seeking redress in the courts. 
Where this three-way tussle will end up 
might be the ingredients of a made-for- 
tv documentary. 

Not far away in northeast Cook 
County a similar battle is taking place 
where the villages of Glenview, Nor- 



thbrook arid Northfield are in a legal 
joust for the rights to carve up for 
development the heralded Techny area, 
1,200 acres of undeveloped land that has 
been put on the sales block by two 
Catholic orders, Society of the Divine 
Word and the Holy Spirit Missionary 
Sisters. 

Land promoters see the Techny lands 
as ideal for mixed office, retail, com- 
mercial, light industry and residential. 
About the only uses the developers 
haven't envisioned are a park and a 
landfill. 

A good idea why the villages are 
willing to slug it out in annexation 
arguments spending untold sums of 
public funds can be seen by considering 
the prospective price tags for Techny 
real estate--$40,000 per acre for 
residential, $60,000 per acre for in- 
dustrial and $100,000 per acre for office- 
commercial. The stakes are high. 
Village governments can thrive on 
taxes and building fees generated by 
development at those prices. 

Professional planners must be having 
nightmares over the tug o' wars that 
ensue when strategic locations are 
coveted by more than one municipality. 
Orderly planning becomes a joke. The 
battles aren't nice to watch, but they 
seem inevitable as long as unin- 
corporated territory exists. We're 
waiting for the day when village of- 
ficials start stockpiling crossroads like 
cordwood. Itshouldn'tbelong.

Time to support schools 



Wauconda has suffered enough in the 
face of five unsuccessful tax rate in- 
crease referenda for Unit School Dist. 
118. Now "crunch time" is approaching 
to raise the educational tax rate March- 
15 and keep the public schools running 
normally. Sympathetic citizens in 
neighboring communities are hoping 
wisdom and understanding will prevail 
this time and that the much-needed 
increase will be approved. We stand 
with those who support the referendum, 
both district residents and non- 
residents. 

Cruel charges have been hurled 
against the Wauconda-Island Lake 
community as the losing referendum 
string has extended. Labeling the 
district "anti-education," suffering 
from a "blue collar mentality" or 
possessing a "tight little island com- 
plex" has served only to stiffen op- 
position instead of rallying supporters. 
Now parents of school-age children and 
backers of the referendum are getting 
desperate, fairly pleading with fellow 
townspersons to vote the first tax rate 
increase in 24 years to give their young 



people a schooling to keep abreast with 
neighboring communities. 

Dist. 118 officials seem determined to • 
:reduce expenditures to the bare basics 
if the March 15 vote fails. Member 
schools in the Northwest Suburban 
Conference (Marian Central, Marengo, 
Johnsburg, Grant, Round Lake, Lake 
Zurich and Grayslake) have been put 
on notice that Wauconda will withdraw 
from conference activities if the 
referendum fails. We believe school 
officials mean what they say. The 
situation is too critical for 
gamesmanship. 

Dist. 118 ranks at the bottom of five 
unit school districts in Lake County 
with a $2.20 rate,- the other four unit 
districts all having found it necessary 
to put educational rale increases into 
place in the past several years. Dist. 
118's per pupil expenditure of $3,113 is 
one of the lowest in the county. It's hard 
to conceive school financing worsening 
with prospects of a million dollar plus 
deficit for the 1987-88 term. 

Good sense must prevail. Enough is 
enough.

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Lincoln no saint, but his greatness saved U.S. 



ON FKIDAY, FEB. 12, we celebrate 
the 179th birthday of the Illinois 
Legislature's most distinguished 
alumnus - and our nation's greatest 
President, Abraham Lincoln. 

Sadly, ' few today understand the 
nature of his greatness. Schoolmarms 
teach that he freed the slaves; 
revisionist historians complain that 
freeing the slaves was but a secondary 
goal to him. Both are right while 
missing the point entirely. , . 

There was no doubt that America 
could not and would not remain a slave- 
holding nation. The questions were 
when slavery would end and how many 
of the "united" states would remain 
after its end. In every word he ever 
spoke or wrote on the subject, Lincoln 
declared slavery an absolute evil which 
was on the course of "ultimate ex- 
tinction." As President, Lincoln said 
repeatedly that if, by allowing slavery 
to continue, he could save the Union, he. 
would do so and that if, by abolishing it 
entirely he could sav.e the Union, he 
would do that. 

What Lincoln accomplished was far 
more fundamental and profound than 
either the schoolmarms or the 
revisionists understand. When the 
southern states began seceding, many 
of the most ardent abolitionists coun- 
seled that they should be told, "Errant 
sisters, go in peace." 

In 1860, the United States was still an 



experiment. The nation was "conceived 
in liberty, and dedicated to the 
proposition that all men are created 
equal." Whether "any nation, so con- 
ceived and so dedicated (could) long 
endure,'* was a question to which most 
intellectuals of the time would have 
answered, "no." 

No nation in history was founded on 
such a broad concept of liberty and 
equality. 

Had the "errant sisters" been 
allowed to go in peace, the experiment 
would have ended in failure, for every 
vexing sectional crisis that arose 
thereafter would have led to further 
division through secession. Lincoln's 
peculiar genius was his understanding' 
that before any particular matter of 
policy could be decided, the Union must 
be saved. 

Throughout his Presidency, Lincoln 
alone remained consistent. All around 
him, doves became hawks and hawks 
became doves. Near the end of the war, 
a southern delegation met in secret 
with Lincoln and proposed that if the 
emancipation proclamation were to be 
rescinded, there could be national 
reconciliation and an end to the war. 
Even some abolitionist advisors urged 
Lincoln to consider the proposal. He 
would not. 

When the doves become hawks urged 
Lincoln to punish the south at the end of 
the war, he would have none of it. "With

Impact fees advocated 



Editor: ' 

How many times have we been told 
that zoning has been granted for a new 
development in Lake County? This 
developer presents his plans to the 
zoning board and his experts testify to 
the impact this small development will 
have on the schools, traffic, sewers, etc. 
Take, a recent rezoning in Avon 
Township for example. When talking of 
schools the planners said 1.137 students 
would be generated per household. A 
professional engineer reported that any 
additional volume of traffic could be 
easily accomodated and that most 
back-ups at traffic signals could be 
alleviated by changingthe signal cycles 
from two minutes to one minute in 
length. 

On and on go the experts and tell us 
how little effect their development will 
have on our area. Very few elected 
officials ever stop to think that there 
are many, many small developments 
being built, and when you start adding 
up the number of homes planned, you 
are no longer talking about a mere 50 or 
100 homes but thousands of homes., 
These thousands of homes generate 
thousands of people, children and cars, 
tons of garbage, added usuage of the 
sewerage treatment plant, etc. 

The State of Illinois Capital 
Development Board has put out 
guidelines as far as school costs are 
concerned. They know exactly how 
many square feet of school you need for 
each child, what the square foot cost is 
to build the school, and how much land 
is needed for buildings and 
playgrounds. According to their figures 
if you need to pay for schools for 1,000 
dwelling units generating 1,137 students 
the cost would be approximately $7 
million dollars or $7,000 per household. 
Why then, don't we have impact fees? 
If houses must be built because the 
population is growing, fine! But why 
not have the developers pay for the 
improvements they are generating? We 
are not talking about just the schools, 
but also the widening of roads, ex- 
pansion of sewerage plants, building 
new fire stations, added police 
protection, need for larger jail, more 
traffic lights, etc. The list is endless. 

California communities have turned 
to developers to foot the bill for growth, 
charging "impact fees" to pay for 



everything from schools and libraries 
to highway interchanges. These fees 
amount to $6,500 and more for each new 
dwelling unit. Yet, Lake County has no 
impact fee. Who ends up footing the 
bill? We the taxpayer. Why can't our 
elected officials understand this?

Neal later said that he 
objected to county staff 
and facilities being used 
to distribute what he 
considered to be a 
political piece by the 
League of Women Voters. 
"No taxpayers money 
was used to put out my 
literature and no. county 
staff was assigned to 
distribute it," Neal said. 

Neal is also chairman 
of the Lake County 
Republican Central 
Committee and has said 
he will be a candidate for 
the Republican 

nomination if the 
referendum passes. 

Hansen said there is 
nothing wrong with 



streamlining govern- 
ment, but that he could 
not support the 
referendum because it 
was not introduced by an 
independent study group 
which had given 
scholarly study to the 
various methods of ac- 
complishing that" pur- 
pose. 

Matt Miholic (R-Lake 
Bluff) said, "I've been 
listening to a lot of 
rhetoric, here. We had a 
chance (to' go with an at- 
Iarge chairman) in 1982 
and everybody didn't 
want to take that power 
away from themselves.

Miholic berated board 
members for the per- 
sonal attacks on Neal 
rather than than focusing 
on the referendum itself. 
Eleanor Rostron (R- 
Waukegan) said the 
board could create a 
chairman at-large in the 
1992 redisricting year 
and emphasized that the 
people should be allowed 
to select the candidates 
rather than com- 
mitteemen.

general election. In 
elections after that, 
candidates would go 
through the normal 
primary process. 

Neal said that the only 
way to give voters a 
choice was by the 
executive referendum. 
"Voters are not allowed 
to petition for a 
referendum on an at- 
large chairman -only the 
board can do that. We 
had a chance to do it in 
1972 and in 1982 and we 
did not. This is the only 
chance the voters will get 
to decide for them- 
selves."

Brenton J. Emmerick, chairman of 
the board for Gurnee National Bank, 
announced Nickerson's appointment as 
president and director. Nickerson is 
replacing Alan J. Emmerick, who will 
remain on the board of directors of the 
Gurnee bank and will now be Executive 
Vice President and' Dir. of First 
National Bank of Niles. 

Nickerson served for 16 years at 
Bank of Waukegan where he was in 
commercial lending and investments, 
in addition to being vice president and 
director of the Northern Trust Co. He 
earned his B.A. and M.B.A. from 
Northern Illinois University and at- 
tended Graduate School of Banking at 



the University of Wisconsin, Madison, 
Bank Card School at Northwestern 
University and School of Bank In- 
vestments at the University of Illinois. 

"Banking is a strong industry. The 
weaknesses are in agricultural loans, 
energy loans and loans to third world 
nations," Nickerson said.

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Witholding gets tricky with new tax law and W-4 



As the April 15 income 
tax filing date ap- 
proaches, some are 
thinking about how 
they'll spend their large 
refund, and some are 
worrying about how 
they're going to pay a 
huge tax bill. According 
to ^he Illinois CPA 
Society, the wise tax- 
payer will avoid both 
extremes. 

Withholding is the 
government's way of 
collecting tax on salared 
income on a planned 
schedule. An employee. 
with little or no other 
income must have a 
certain amount of money 



withheld from each 
paycheck to meet his/her 
tax obligations. 

Ideally, "the amount 
withheld by an in- 
dividual's employer 
during the year will 
match the amount of 
their annual tax liability. 

The new tax law has 
created the need for 
everyone to reexamine 
their withholding. 
Starting in 1987, less tax 
is being withheld as a 
result of lower tax rates. 
At the same time, 
however, many em- 
ployees are likely to be 
affected by changes in 
* the tax law that reduce or 



eliminate many tax 
breaks, which means 
more of your income is 
subject to withholding. 

Affected employees 
who don't increase their 
withholding may very 
well find themselves 
face-to-face with a large 
tax bill at filing time. 

Taxpayers who have 
been offsetting large 
deductions with ad- 
ditional allowances 
should be aware that 
under tax reform, the 
value of each allowance, 
or exemption, has been 
increased to $l,900-up 
from $1,080 in 1986. 

That means individuals 



need to almost double the 
amount of itemized 
deductions to warrant 
each additional exemp- 
tion on their W-4. Note, 
too, that many deduc : 
tions have been limited 
while others have been 
eliminated. 

If your 1987 tax return 
shows you had too much 
or too little withheld, you 
can correct the problem 
by filing another 
withholding form. 

The IRS recommends 
that two working spouses 
combine both incomes on 
one form. For accurate 
withholding, the spouse 
with the higher earnings 



should claim all the 
exemptions while the 
other - Spouse claims 
none. Be aware, 
however, that employers 
are required to submit to 
the IRS any W-4 form on 
which more than 10 
allowances are claimed. 

CPAs recommend that 
you make every attempt 
to be as accurate as 
possible when 

calculating your 
withholding because, 
according to new IRS 
regulations, if the 
amount withheld is not 
equal to at least 90 
percent of the year's tax 
liability or 100 percent of 



the prior year's taxes, 
the IRS may impose a 
penalty. 

However, the IRS has 
agreed that, for 1987 
taxes, it will waive this 
penalty for employees 
who, in good faith, filed a 
new Form W-4 with their 
employer on or before 
June 1,1987. 

If you discover that 
you're not having enough 
tax withheld, you should 
file another W-4 as soon 
as possible. If you're not. 
well-versed in the 
changes brought about 
by the Tax Reform Act, 
consult with a tax advisor 
before a revised filing.

IRS wants to know 
about those tips 



Employees to whom 
tips are allocated should 
report the allcoated tips 
as income on their in- 
come tax returns. 

Tips are allocated by 
employers who compare 
the total of all tips 
reported by employees 
with eight percent (or 
lower) of an establish- 
ment's total food, and 
beverage receipts. If 
records show that the 
total tips reported by 
employees fall below the 
applicable percentage, 
the employer will be 
required to allocate the 
difference between the 
two amounts among 
those employees who 
receive tips, and report 
the difference to the IRS. 

Tip allocations are 
made only to employees 
who receive tips directly 
from customers unless 
there is an agreement 
that they be allocated 
among . all tipped em- 
ployees. Employers 
should withhold income, 
social security or 
railroad retirement tax 
only on the tips reported 
by the employees, not on 
the allocated amounts. 

Food and beverage 
establishments where 
tipping is customary and 
that normally employ 
more than 10 persons are 
required to file an annual 
report with the IRS. The 
amount employees must 
include on their tax 
returns may be more or 
less than the allocated 
amount. However, the 
IRS may use the em- 
ployer's annual report to 
determine that a tipped 
employee received a 
larger amount of income 
than reflected by the tip 
allocation. 

With advance written 
approval from the IRS, 
certain, employers or 
groups of employers may 
apply to have the 
allocation percentage 
reduced from eight 
percent to as low as two 
percent, if they can 
establish that the actual 
tip rate of the 
establishment is lower 
than eight percent of the 



establishment's total 
gross food and beverage 
receipts. 

Employees who earn 
$20 or more a month in 
tips while working for 
one employer must 
report the total amount of 
these tips each month to 
their employer by the 
10th day of the following 
month. Some employers 
may require these 
written reports more 
than once a month. 

The monthly tip report 
must contain the em- 
ployee's name, address, 
and social security 
number. The employer's 
name and address, the 
period covered, and the 
total amount of tips must 
also be in the report, 
which must besigned and 
dated by the employee. 
Keeping daily tip records 
will make preparing. the 
monthly report easier, 
according to the IRS. 

IRS Publication 1244, 
"Reporting Income from 
Tips," contains free 
forms for maintaining a 
daily tip record and 
preparing monthly 
reports. 

Currency

Any person who, in the 
course of a trade or 
business, receives more 
than $10,000 in cash or 
foreign currency in one 
transaction, or in two or 
more related tran- 
sactions, must report the 
payment to- the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

The transaction is 
reported on Form 8300, 
Report of Cash Payments 
over $10,000 Received in 
a Trade or Business, 
which must be filed with 
the IRS by the 15th day 
after the transaction. 

A statement must also 
be provided to the person 
making the payment by 
Jan. 31 of the next year. 
For more information, 
contact the IRS.

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Careful—Form 1040 more confusing than it appears 



At first glance, the 1987 
Form 1040 may look very 
much the samerbut don't 
be fooled, cautions the 
Illinois CPA Society. The 
final results of two years 
of legislative work on tax 
reform law have, in ef- 
fect, been summarized in 
the two-page 1040 form 
and the . corresponding 
schedules. 

Most of the changes 
brought about by the Tax 
Reform Act of 1986 (TRA 
'86) became . effective 
Jan. 1, 1987. Taxpayers 
are now face-to-face with 
how tax reform affects 
them. 

For your benefit,. the 
HJinois CPA Society 
offers the following line^ 
by-line account of some 
of the major changes you 



are likely to find on your 
1987 Form 1040. 

Personal Exemptions, 
Line 6: The amount 
allowed for each personal 
exemption is increased to 
$1,900 -Tor 1987-up from 
$1,080 in 1986. TRA '86 
eliminated the extra 
exemption for being 65 or 
older or legally blind. 
Instead, these taxpayers 
will be eligible for the 
additional standard 
deduction. 

For 1987 returns, a 
personal exemption may 
not be claimed by a 
person who can be 
claimed as a dependent 
on another taxpayer's 
return. This means 
children who can be 
claimed as dependents on 
their parents' returns 



Personal exemptions rise 

The Tax Reform Act of 1986 doubles the worth of 
each personal exemption-the amoung subtracted 
from taxable income for self, spouse and each 
dependent. For 1987, that amount is $l,900~up from 
$1,080 in 1986-a big plus; particularly for large 
families. This affects both itemizefs and non- 
itemizers. Single taxpayers will start to lose the 
benefit of personal exemption when income exceeds 
$89,560, and married persons filing jointly, $149,250. 



may not claim exemp- 
tions for themselves on 
their own returns. 

Tax-exempt Interest,' 
Line 9: Tax-exempt 
interest income (such as 
interest on certain state 
and municipal bonds) 
received during the tax 
year 1987 must be shown 
on this line. . 

Dividends Exclusion, 
Line 10: There is no 
longer an exclusion from 
income for the first $100 
($200 if filing jointly) or 
qualifying dividends. All' 
dividends earned 1987- 
must be reported here. 

Capital Gains-Line 14: 
Prior to tax reform, 
individuals could deduct 
60 percent of their net 
long-term capital gains, 
but this deduction is no 
longer allowed. The full 
amount of net capital 
gains must be included in 
income and is taxed at 
ordinary income tax 
rates. For 1987 - only, 
there is a cap of 28 per- 
cent on net long-term 
capital gains.

Under TRA '86 the 
provisions for the 
Alternative Minimum 
Tax have been broadened 
and strengthened and the 
rate has been increased 
to 21 percent. 

Fewer brackets 

1987 is a transitional 
year, blending new and 
old tax rates. For 1987, 
there are five tax 
brackets, down from 15 
under the old system. 
Beginning in 1988, there 
will be only two brackets, 
at rates of 15 and 28 
percent.

"Love means never having to say you're sorry. ' ' 

Romance in the 'movies has come a long way since 
AH McGraw said that famous line to Ryan O'Neal in 
"Love Story" in 1970, a line which is, as O'Neal ad- 
mitted in "What's Up, Doc?" in 1972, "the dumbest 
thing I've ever heard." 

Love and saying dumb things often go hand-in- 
hand, in real life and on film. But some romantic films 
rise above the mush to become enduring love stories. 

In honor of Valentine's Day, the following list of 
suggested movies to pop in the VCR is designed to 
provide diversity as well as a feel for cinematic 
romance through the years. I have selected one 
personal favorite from each of the past five decades. 
CASABLANCA (1942): Considered by many the 
greatest screen romance, this Humphrey 
Bogart/Ingrid Bergman- classic is the one with all 
those famous lines like "Of all the gin joints in all the 
towns in all theworld, she-" Well, you know the rest: 
The stars are at their best and this timeless film, is 
well worth seeing more than once. 
LADY AND THE TRAMP (1955): This Disney 
treasure features superb animation and memorable 
songs and characters. It is included here mainly 
because its most famous scene, in which Lady and 
Tramp are serenaded over spaghetti dinner in a 
moonlit alley, is widely remembered as one of the 
most genuinely romantic ever found in an animated 
film. 

GOODBYE, COLUMBUS (1969): Based on Philip 
Roth's novel, this romantic comedy alternates bet- 
ween very funny and serious. It features Richard 
Benjamin and Ali McGraw (pre-"Love Story") as a 
young Jewish couple involved in a summer-fling. It's 
lighthearted and fun. 

ANNIE HALL (1977): It perfectly captures the 
essence of dating in the 70s. Its surreal touches- like 
when Woody Allen and Diane Keaton talk for the first 
time as subtitles appear to show what they are really 
saying- make it one of the funniest and wisest films 
ever made about romance. 

ABOUT LAST NIGHT (1986): This. one, on the other 
hand, captures the essence of mating games in the 
80s. Rob Lowe and Demi Moore are better than 
they've ever been as lovers struggling to turn a one- 
night stand into a real "relationship". It was unfairly 
criticized for a hokey "happily ever after", ending. 
Not so. The ending leaves the future uncertain but 
hopeful- and isn't that the way it really is?

Get it? 

Unlike my counterpart on the other side of Cinema 
Corner, I believe romantic movies are a dime a dozen, 
though "romantic" does need clarification. A 
romantic movie to a grocer could be "Attack of the 
Killer Tomatoes." To a mechanic, it could be 
"Grease." 

My idea of a. romantic movie is slightly different 
from the norm. For my Valentine's Day movie picks; 
I'd like to see a triple feature: "9# Weeks," "Fatal 
Attraction," arid "Prizzi's Honor." 

"Love is where you find it," the saying goes. And 
believe it or not, I found it in these movies. 

Let's start off with a heart-wrenching film that 
leaves movie-goers with teary eyes..."9'-; Weeks." 

That crazy fun-loving couple, played by Mickey 
O'Rourke and Kim Basinger, have a Utopian 
relationship. This faithful woman stands by her man, 
no matter how much it hurts. In return, he doesn't 
make her wear a leash and choke collar outside the 
house. They're such an '80s couple. 

The essence of wholesome marital relations is 
captured in "Fatal Attraction." Michael Douglas 
plays the husband who likes to have the best of both 
worlds. Anne Archer, the demure wife, knows how to 
keep the love between them strong... she kills any 
woman who poses a threat to their marriage. 

But the other woman, Glenn Close, needs love just 
as much as anybody. Douglas was just trying to help 
her out. It's such a bother when there's a jealous wife 
looking over one's shoulder. 

Finally. "Prizzi's Honor" is the sort of gem that 
appears once in a blue moon. That bittersweet couple, 
hitmen Jack Nicholson and Kathleen Turner are 
always working.. .trying to improve the relationship 
even after a hard day on the job. The only problem 
they have is mixing business with pleasure. In the 
end. they take the saying, "Till death do us part," a 
bit too literally. 

I hope you like my picks. See them with someone 
you love.

Alter egos make 
'Passion Play 9 - new

Infidelity is a staple among playwrights, who have 
used it in their works for centuries. 

But in Peter Nichols' "Passion Play" at Chicago's 
Goodman Theatre through Feb. 13, the subject is 
treated with freshness and ingenuity. 

This feat is accomplished by using doubles for the 
two main characters, doubles whose presence is 
discernible only to the audience. As a result, an extra 
dimension is added; it's like watching a story unfold 
in 3D; 

James and Eleanor square off after 25 years of 
marriage; he wants the security blanket of.a wife and 
the thrill of a mistress while she wants him to choose 
one or the other. 

. Their alter-egos assume very real presences on the 
stage, lending a touch of humor, a bit of en- 
couragement... a sense of anguish. At times, the 
doubles take on a life of their own, even crossing over 
and actually assuming the identity of the character 
whose conscience they play. 

It may sound complicated, but it's not. In fact, the 
"extras" onstage take only a moment to get used to , 
and it is fun getting their instant feedback. 

David Darlow is James, the 45-year-old art restorer 
whose fling with Seana McKenna. (as Kate), the 
temptress young enough to be his daughter, proves 
his undoing. Holland Taylor, asEleandr, the wife, still 
finds herself wanting to trust even when suspicion 
becomes the new order in her marriage; 

Jim and Nell, the couple's inner selves, are 
provocatively played by Stephen M ark lc and Janice 
St. John. Ann Stevenson Whitney is Agnes, an em- 
bittered, forlorn castoff . 

Surprisingly, the set chosen for "Passion Play" is 
sweeping, encompassing most of the Goodman's large 
'stage and changing little from scene to scene. This is 
in direct contrast to the claustrophobia that builds as 
the characters explore their relationships and dance 
about that dangerous four letter word - love. 

As James finally concludes. "Love is a terrible 
thing. It means whatever you want it to be.. .so let's 
not either of us mention it again." 

"Passion Play" is an expansive adult drama.'one 
that evokes all sorts of mixed feelings, none of which 
is to be treated lightly. It looks compellingly at life 
without rose-colored glasses, something we all need to 
do at times.

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ew laws affect children's exemptions and tax benefits 



Tax reform has not 
[been very kind to 
[children, or to parents 
who are trying to save for 
their children's 

education. According :to 
the Illinois CPA Society, 
tax reform has affected 
[two of the most popular 
methods used by parents 
to reduce tax on savings 
|mr children. ■:. 

New regulations now 
[govern the taxing of 
[money parents .put in 
their children's names, 
[and the tax benefits of 
[Clifford Trusts have been 
[eliminated. While tax- 
payers are enjoying a 
[boost in the personal 



exemption, children are 
not so lucky. They can no 
longer take an exemption 
if they can be claiemd as 
a dependent on, their 
parents' return. 

Under old law, all the 
interest earned on money 
put in a.child's name was 
taxed at the child's rate. 
The new actually has two 
sets of rules-one set for 
children under 14 and 
another for children 14 
and older. 

For a child under 14, 
the first $1,000 a year in 
unearned income will be 
taxed at his or her own 
rate. (Unearned income, 
referred to as investment 



income, comes from 
dividends, interest, 
capital gains, rents and 
the like.) All unearned 
income above that 
amount is taxed at the 
parents'. highest 
marginal tax bracket. 

Income from a job is 
always taxed at the 
child's rate,* regardless of 
the child's age. For 1987, 
the standard deduction 
will offset the first $2,540 
a working child earns. 

Prior to tax reform, 
parents could claim a 
child on their tax return, 
and the child could claim 
an exemption as well. 
The new law, however, 




eliminates this tax ad- 
vantage. If a child can be 
taken as a dependent on a 
parent's return, the child 
cannot take an exemp- 
tion on his or her own 
return. 

Incidentally, under the 
new law, to claim 
dependency exemptions, 
parents are required to 
list the Social Security 
numbers of all children 
who are at least five 
years old. 

. Short-term trusts have 
long been a common 
method for shifting in- 
come from a parent's 
higher tax bracket to a 
child's lower tax bracket. 
The most popular of 



these trusts, the Clifford 
Trust, allowed parents to 
transfer assets to a trust 
where the earnings from 
the assets were taxed to 
the child. By law, the 
trust had to last for more 
than 10 years, but when it 
expired, the trust's 
assets reverted , back to 
the individual(s) who 
created the trust. 

Clifford trusts set up 
prior to March 2, 1986 
retain their tax-preferred 
treatment for transfers 
made prior to that date. 

The Tax Reform Law 
does not state that you 
canot create a short-term 
trust-just that income 
generated by a trust set 



up after March 1, 1986 
must be included in the 
grantor's taxable in- 
come. 

It may very well make 
sense to shift some in- 
come to children, for tax 
purposes and to build a 
college savings fund. 
Remember—the first 
$1,000 of unearned in- 
come is still treated 
favorably. That means, 
at today's rates, a child 
under 14 can have more 
than $10,000 invested in 
his or her name before 
the investment income 
would reach the $1,000 
point where earnings 
would begin being taxed 
at the parents' rate.
